Any person who has or shall erect any
building, tenement or fences upon land, in good faith,
and haying color of title, and good reason to believe
that the legal title to such lands is or was vested in
him, when, in fact, such title was or shall not bo in
him, and he shall have no legal or equitable rights
whereby he could or can enforce a conveyance to him
